OAKLAND—Defeat of the Ham 
and Eggs plan because of the “‘vi- 
cious provisions contained in the, 
proposed amendment” was urged to- 
day in a resolution adopted by the | 
California Elementary Schools 
Principals Association, representing 
more than 3000 elementary school 
principals throughout the state, 

The resolution adopted by the ex- 
ecutive council of the Association 
held “that the Retirement Life Pay- 
ments Act in its present form is 
too vicious an article to incorpor- 
ate into the Constitution of Cali- 
fornia,’ F. B. Zimmerman, of Oak- 
land, state president, announced. 

He declared the association vot- 
ed approval of the recent action op- 


posing Ham and Eggs of the Cal- 


ifornia Teachers Association, with 
which it is affiliated. 

The elementary school principals 
approved the stand taken by the 
teachers, that the 30-Thursday plan 
threatens the very existence of the 
public schools of the state and 
would create an administrator with 
absolute dictatorial powers. 

“The act makes it mandatory that 
school district and all other public 
treasuries accept the so-called war- 
rants, which in a short time would 
leave the schools without legal mo- 
ney with which to operate,” it is 
held.

LAW EFFECTIVE FOR 
1940 CROP 


SACRAMENTO—California plums 
marketed next year will be of even 
a higher quality than those of the 
1939 crop, in. the opinion of offi- 
cials of the Bureau of Fruit and 
Vegetable Standardization, State 
Department of Agricliture. 

Realizing the importance of high 
quality in their product, plum grow- 
ers and shippers joined in sup- 
porting passage of an act which ma- 
terially strengthens the plum qual- 
ity proyisions of the Agricultural 
Code.

Bastianini works the quiet way. 
His voice carries more weight than 
Probably any other man in Italian 
Foreign Affairs.

SACRAMENTO — The increasing 
practice of selling apples in lug 
boxes, as is done in California and 
other western states, has resulted 
in the passage of two state laws 
standardizing two lugs in which 
apples may be sold. 

The two state approved apple lugs 
have the following dimensions: (a) 
depts inside 7% inches, width in- 
side 13% inches, length inside 21% 
inches; (b) depth inside 7 three- 
quarters inches, width 14 inches, 
length inside 22 five-eighths in.
